Mr  Chairman, _ Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  memorable  3^ear  1944. 

from  16th  June  to  29th  October  thirty  seven  flying 
bombs  fell  within  the  Urban  Districts  Dour  persons  were 
killed  sud  218 ‘ injured.  The  further  damage  done  to  housing 
brought  the  total  of  houses  destroyed  or  damaged  beyond  repair 
to  ninety-seven,  and  of  houses  suffering  a lesser  degree  of 
damage  to  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty- eight . 

The  bravery  and  endurance  of  the  people  after  the 
stresses  of  five  years  of  war , was  convincing  proof  of 
physical  and  mental  health.  The- affliction  of  bereavement, 
the  pain  of  physical  injury  and  the  loss  of  homes  were  borne 
with  'Splendid  courage  and  fortitude. 

Extensive  evacuation  of  mothers  and  children,  first 
aid  repairs  to  damaged  houses,  requisitioning  of  empty 
houses  and  billeting,  gave  some  temporary  relief,  but  a 
serious  housing  problem  involving  overcrowding  and  the 
disruption  of  family  life,  was  created.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  the  Council  had  made  a valuable  contribution  towards 
the  solution  of  this  problem  by  their  plans  for  the  erection 
of  temporary  houses,  and  by  their  efforts  to  secure  more 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  most  serious  causes. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  was  good  through- 
out the  year.  There  was  a,  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases.  Outside  the  Institutions  in  the  District 
no  causes  of  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Eever  or  Dysentery  were 
'notified.  There  was  a rise  in  the  death  rate,  a fall  in  the 
birth  rate,  and  a rise  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  all  of 
which  can  be  attributed  to  the  serious  disturbance  of  the 
population. 

The  Sanitary  work  of  the  District  was  efficiently 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
(Mr  J.W.Gale),  to  whom  I am  also  indebted  for  his  excellent 
' supervision  of  the  Casualty  Services  and  of  the  Civil 
Ambulance  Service. 

To  all  members  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services 
I would  express  my  admiration  and  appreciation  of  the  work 
they  performed, 

I thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  advice  and 
assistance.  I am  indebted  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation,  and  especially  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
and  A. R.P, Controller  for  his  able  guidance  and  help  during  the 
Emergency.

Water  Supply. 

*.  i.T  T^le  ar>ea  is  supplied  v/ith  water  for  domestic  purposes 
iiom  rue  ceep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of 
the  mast  murrey  Water  Company.  The  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees 
or  less  01  hardness.  Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for 
examination  by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals. 

Sutton  District  Water  Company  have  their  own 
laboratory  at  the  Sutton  Works,  where  samples  of  water  from  all 
hieir  wells  are  examined  daily  by  their  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist 
Routine  samples  are  taken  by  the  District  Councils  in  the  area  of 
supply  at  monthly  intervals.  Chlorination  is  applied  to  all 
sources  of  supply.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality

During  the  year  the  burros  County  Council  delegated 
their  posers  under  the  Act  to  Banstead  Council.  Tills 
delegation  operated  as  from  November  1st.  In  addition  the 
Minister  of  Food  issued  Directions  to  the  Council,  under  the 
Infestation  Order,  194p,  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  nec- 
essary tc  remedy  infestation  of  land  within  the  Urban 
District.  These  Directions  also  operated  from  November  1st. 

The  rat  infestations  in  the  district  are  numerous, 
but  mostly  of  a minor  chrac.ter.

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Housing , 


As  a result  of  the  flying  bomb  activity  the  housing 
accommodation  in  the  district  became  severely  restricted.  The 
loss  of  a number  of  houses  and  the  structural  damage  done  to  many 
more.,  together  with  the  accumulation  of  five  years  of  normal 
deterioration  of  dwellings  due  to  lack  of  regular  maintenance,  have 
produced  a major  problem,,  which  will  only  be  remedied  by  new  build- 
ing and  a considerable  increase  in  labour  and  supply  of  materials. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  plans  in  course  of 
preparation  for  the  erection  of  pOO  temporary  dwellings  and  we re 
proceeding  with  the  plans  for  provision  of  permanent  houses.  All 
practicable  steps  were  taken  by  requisitioning  to  provide  accommoda- 
tion for  those  families  most  seriously  affected  by  enemy  action,  and 
in  addition  as  much  as  possible  was  done  to  help  those  inadequately 
housed. 

The  statistics  of  war  damage  are  as  follows. - 

97  houses  destroyed  or  damaged  beyond  repair  and 
688  houses  damaged,  but  capable  of  being  rendered  habitable.

INoPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Sun oly. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  milk  trade  in  order 
to  obtain  a consistently  clean  milk  supply.  Prior  to  the  war  it 
was  difficult  to  obtain  this*  except  in  a few  cases,  but ^ by  reason 
of  war-time  conditions  - labour  shortage  and  difficulty  in  obtaining 
renewal  of  plant  and  utensils  - the  problem  has  now  become , to  say 
the  least,  a serious  one. 

During  the  summer  months  the  souring  of  milk  has  been  much 
more  prevalent.,  which  means  that  the  consumer  suffers  very  markedly , 
particularly  under  the  present  conditions  of  rationing. 

Proper  pasteurisation  of  milk  gives  security , but  the  heat 
treatment  of  milk  as  practised  by  some  dairymen  probably  does  more 
harm  than  good  to  the  bacteriological  condition  of  milk.,  as  it  affects 
souring.  Such  milk  is  not  sold  as  pasteurised  or  as  heat  treated 
milk,  and  it  would  be  far  better  for  the  consumer , _ even  those  who 
are  prejudiced  against  pasteurised  milk,  to  have  milk  knowing  that 
it  was  properly  pasteurised  rather  than  inef f iciently  heat-treatea 
milk,  under  the  impression  that  it  is  raw  milk. 
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As  regards  the  examination  of  milk  to  ascertain  the 
bacteriological  condition,  there  is  no  standard  in  operation  for 
ordinary  milk.  The  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  which  applies  in 
the  case  of  Special  Designated  milk  has  not  always  been  found 
reliable.,  as  an  indication  of  the  bacteriological  condition  of  milk. 


Prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  test  in  1937*  the  standard 
which  operated  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was  !inot  more  than 
200,000  bacteria  per  millilitre.”  Taking  this  as  an  unofficial  basis 
for  comparison,  in  connection  with  the  sampling  of  ordinary  milk,  it 
is  interesting  to  note  the  results  of  examination  of  two  samples  of 
milk  obtained  during  1944:-

Both  samples  gave  high  bacterial  counts,  one  much  too 
high,  yet  both  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  now  the  -esecepted 
standard  for  cleanliness.  e*e~ 


In  practice  it  is  also  found  to  be  more  effective  in 
discussions  with  dairymen  to  quote  bacterial  counts. 

Milk  is  a very  important  food.  It  is  also  unfortunately 
very  easily  contaminated.  It  CM  BE  produced,  passed  through  its 
many  processes  and  remain  clean,  and  it  should  be  a post-war 
endeavour  of  the  highest  priority  to  obtain  a high  standard  of  milk 
supply. 


It  is  evident  that  there  is  a real  need  for  a bacterial 
standard  to  be  in  operation  for  ordinary  milk. 

Any  dairyman  who  cannot  deliver  ordinary  milk  in  a satis- 
factory condition  to  the  consumer  should  either  be  required  to 
close  his  premises,  or  to  adopt  protective  efficient  pasteurisation 
according  to  the  law.

Diphtheri  cl  • 


Twelve  cases  of  Diphtheria,  were  notified  all  of  which 
were  from  Institutions.  The  case  rate  was  0.44  per  1000  of 
population  compared  with  0,58  per  1000  of  population  for 
England  & Wales,  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  outside 
the  Institutions  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
homes  of  the  people  of  the  Banstead  Urban  District,  during  the 
year. 

Diphtheria,  Immunisation . 

' The  census  of  children  carried  out  in  1943  proved 
that  80  per  cent -had  been  immunised.  During  1944  there  was 
a lag  in  progress... owing  to  the  evacuation  of  children. 

Parents  whose  children  have  been  evacuated  s.nd  missed  the 
opportunity  of  immunisation  should  make  application  to  me  at 
once.  Arrangements  can  then  be  made  for  the  injections  to 
be  given  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  nearest  clinic, 

A special  effort  is  required  to  ensure  that  all  children  a.re 
immunised,  as  the  movement  of  population  is  liable  at  any  time 
to  bring  into  the  district  the  gravis  or  severe  type  of 
diphtheria..  ■ , 

All  babies  should  be  immunised  at  the  age  of  one 
year  and  should  have  a reinforcement  injection  at  the  age 
of  five  years.  All  children  who  were  immunised  more  than 
four  years  ago ' should  return  for  reinforcement  injection  in 
order  to  guard  against  attack  by  the  gravis  type  of  Diphtheria 
bacillus. 


During  1944  the  number  of  children  immunised  was 
226.  Of  these  208  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  18  were 
between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of  child** 
ren  of  the  district  immunised  was  4,067  representing  66  per  cent 
of  the  child  population.  Of  these  1,380  were  under  five  yea.rs 

of  age  giving  a percentage  of  62  per  cent,  and  2687  were  over 
five,  giving  a percentage  of  68  per  cent. 


Measles . 

During  1944  Measles  was  In  an  inter- epidemic  phase 
and  there  v/ere  few  cases  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the 
year.  The  incidence  increased  in -the  last  quarter.  There 
were  no  deaths.
